The Week of Prayer reminds us 
that the only kind of unity worth having is the unity which God 
in fact wents for His Church, and our task as Christians is to 
seek to understand from God what that unity will entail and to be 
open to accept the unity which God will in His time give to His 
Church.

Some Words of Explanation. 


The Service tonight has a two-fold purpose: 
(a) to give thanks to God for the Gift given to the 
Church on the first Maundy Thursday, the gift of the 
Eucharist made at the Last Supper; and (b) to prepare 
our hearts and minds for the observance of the most 
solemn day of the Christian Year, Good Friday. The 
first part of the Service, the Eucharist itself, is 
characterized by an atmosphere of joyful thanksgiving; 
we have attempted to emphasize this by the use of the 
traditional eucharistic vestments in white, by dress- 
ing the altar in white, the colour of joy and thanks- 
giving, and by the introduction of traditional cere 
monials not normally seen here at Christ Church. The 
Introit and Tract psalms, the Gloria in Excelsis sung 
joyfully at the beginning of the Service, rather than 
at the end, the Gospel sung in the midst of the con- 
gregation, the use of liturgical assistants called 
the sub-deacon and deacon, the use of servers carry- 
ing candles in procession, the communion motet - all 
of these are symbols of the Church's deep sense of 
joyful thanksgiving as we recall liturgically the 
gift of this great Sacrament of love. 


But we also remember that this gift was given 
in the shadow of Good Friday, in the shadow of the 
Cross; and so the Maundy Thursday liturgy ends on a 
very different note. After the Eucharist is over, 
the altar and sanctuary are solemnly stripped of all 
their ornaments, the lights are dimmed; all of this 
to prepare us for Good Friday, the day on which our 
Lord was stripped of kis clothing, stripped of his 
human dignity, stripped of all outward signs of his 
divinity; the day on which "there was darkness over 
all the land". The Service ends with the eloquent 
testimony of a darkened and barren sanctuary speaking 
to us of the events we shall be commemorating in the 
Church tomorrow. 


We ask you to leave the church this evening 
quietly.

May this Easter Season and its victorious procla- 
mation bring recurring joy and peace to your life, and strengthen your faith 
in Jesus Christ. 


In a very personal and sincere way your parish clergy, Churchwardens, 
Vestry and staff, extend warmest greetings to everyone. To any who may be 
our guests and visitors, we welcome you in the name of the Risen Lord, and 
suggest you make yourselves known to us and sign the guest register in the 
Narthex. 


We all owe considerable thanks to all who enhance our Easter Festival with 
beautiful flowers, music, affectionate care and duties, that all add to our worship. 

May God bless each one of us at this Eastertide and as we continue to live 
in the certainty of the Gift of Christ’s Resurrection and our eternal hope.

General Synod and You. For many of us, the Church means almost totally 
the local parish where we worship and where we know some people — a sort 
of extension of our families. Yet at a “thinking level” we know there is a 
diocese, a bishop —- and we may even have some personal experience with other 
parishes, clergy and our own Bishop. Let's expand the Church's framework a 
bit further and recall that in Western Canada ten dioceses comprise the Ecclesi- 
astical Province called Rupert’s Land, which has a presiding bishop or Metro- 
politan — Archbishop Jackson in Regina. And when all the twenty-eight dio- 
ceses in Canada meet biennially in representative assembly, it is called General 
Synod. Presided over by the Primate, Archbishop Scott, it will meet May 3-11 
in Regina. Our diocese sends our Bishop, four lay persons and four priests — 
your Rector being one of them. All told some 275 persons will form General 
Synod. The more attention-getting items to be dealt with there include, church

PENTECOST. As Christians our belief in God is clarified for us 

as we worship Him as the one who creates, the one who redeems, end 
the one who sustains. It is God the Holy Spirit who is the sus- 
tainer, the giver of strength and grace for us to live as Christ- 
ians, whose arrival is celebrated in the great Feast of Pentecost. 
There is a certain paradox that has developed about our Christian 
festivals, in so much that the birth of J esus was observed rather 
quietly, but we celebrate it with great attention and festivals; 
while the coming of the Holy Spirit is recorded in Acts 2 as being 
an event that had the accompaniment of mighty rushing wind, tongues 
of fire, and a great conspicuousness. Yet for us it has no ob- 
servance in a wide cultural sense and is unfortunately the least 
celebrated by many Christians. However this cannot diminish its 
significance and the great happiness and joy with which we today 
do worship God and praise Him for the gift of His Holy Spirit who 
comes to be the life of the Church and the strength of every 
Christian. (The term Whitsunday came into usage in the Church in 
England because on this day candidates dressed in white were mar- 
shalled, usually to the Mother Cathedral Church, for presentation 
at Confirmation; hence the 'White Sunday' was a big day in the 
life of the Church and became known as Whitsunday.)

IN THE ANGLICAN CYCLE OF PRAYER this week we are asked to remember 
the Church and its work in the Caribbean area: the Dioceses of 
Guyana, Venezuela, Trinidad and Tobago, Barbados, Windward 
Islands, Antigua, Jamaica and Virgin Islands.

The West Indies are all at one level or 
another involved in a real turmoil with regard to independence, 
racial questions etc. We pray that the Church working in these 
dioceses may be enabled to play a reconciling role in the attempt 
to find solutions to these problems.

TODAY WE COMMEMORATE THE BIRTH OF ST. JOHN THE BAPTIST, the fore- 


runner of Our lord. The most notable thing about St. John the 
Baptist was his willingness to persevere in his task in the face 
of threats, danger and failure. It is appropriate that St. John 
the Baptist should. be regarded widely as the patron saint of 
Canada. As we remember him and his work we also remember in 
prayer this nation of ours, and pray that it may persevere in its 
corporate search for solutions to the many problems facing this 
country and its people at the present time. 


ALSO ON THIS DAY we begin the post Trinity Season, the longest 
season by far in the Church's year. It lasts just about one-half 
of the total calendar year, normally about twenty-four Sundays 

out of the fifty-two. All the other seasons and festivals of the 
Church year commemorate some event connected: directly or indirectly 
with the life of Jesus Christ. This is not true of the Trinity 
Season; the colour used during the Trinity Season is green, and 
this gives us some clue as to the purpose of this season in the 


“mind of the Church. Green is the colour of growth, and during 
“this long season ahead of us Christian people are reminded of the 


necessity to grow spiritually in the truths which are taught by 
the rest of the Church year.

A PROCESSION WITH CAROLS FOR ADVENT SUNDAY 


In the old Liturgies of the Church, the Advent 
Offices made a very vivid preparation for the coming 
of Our Lord to earth. This Carol Service, which is 
taken largely from the one used in King's College, 
Cambridge, is designed to include as many of these 
features as possible. Properly, the choir should 
be moving in Procession from West to East, from 
"Darkness to Light', but the short length of our 
Nave only allows us to do this symbolically. First, 
from the west door the ancient Responsory of Advent 
Sunday Matins announces the hope of the Messiah. 
After a Bidding Prayer and a Carol the choir enters, 
singing St. Ambrose's great hymn, "Come, thou 
Redeemer of the earth". Prophetic lections alternate 
with carols. Finally the Gospel of the Redemption 
replaces the Prophets and the whole congregation 
stands to say with the liinister the last Responsory 
of Advent, and to sing the great Advent hymn, 

"O come, Emmanuel",

STRONGER TOGETHER 


For over 160 years the Churches have recognized that the Canadian 
Bible Society renders them an indispensable service. The old-fashioned 
term used by the Churches was, “The Bible Society is the handmaid 
of the Churches.” Now they simply say, “The Bible Society serves all 
the Churches.” Every Church looks to the Bible for its authority and 
all Churches require the Bible in the language of the people. Long 
before the word “ecumenical” was in popular use the Bible Society 
worked with all the churches and today few Christian organizations are 
privileged to serve as many different denominations as the Canadian 
Bible Society does. 


W hat does the Canadian Bible Society do for the Churches? 


1) It supervises Scripture translation. The Scriptures have been published in some 
1,500 languages but the translation program today is the largest in history. Work 
is progressing in hundreds of languages, some of which are Canadian Indian and 
Eskimo languages, at an annual cost of more than $1,000,000. Providing sound, 
accurate translations in the living language of the people is one of the greatest 
services that can be rendered to the Churches.

2) It publishes the Scriptures.-Not only Bibles, New Testaments and Gospels are 
published but also specially designed leaflets with key Scripture passages to 
attract people to read the Word of God. The world-wide increase in Bible Study 
and Scripture reading is due in no small part to the Bible Society’s providing 
Scriptures in the current language of the people and in forms which encourage 
the reading of the Book of Books. 


3) It provides the Scriptures at a price people can afford to pay. Since the annual 
per capita income of two-thirds of the people of the world is only $150 most 
Scriptures must be provided below cost or given free. The Bible Society’s pur- 
pose is to make sure that anyone in the world who wants a copy of the Scrip- 
tures may have one, whatever his language, whether or not he can pay for it. 


Demand. One example of the type of demand there is for the Scrip- 
tures today is seen in Abidjan, Ivory Coast. One Monday 5,000 Frangais 
Courant New Testaments arrived at the Bible Society depot. By 
Friday all were sold and many would-be customers were disappointed 
at not being able to buy one. 


The Churches’ Side of the Partnership 


Only as congregations and individual Christians pray, publicize 
and financially support the Canadian Bible Society can it fulfil its 
vital responsibilities. Personal participation in local Scripture dis- 

tribution is increasingly regarded as vitally important. 


Towards the $8,456,000 required by the United 
Bible Societies for world work this year the Canadian 
Bible Society is expected to provide $800,000. When

People shouted “hosanna,” meaning: “Come to our 
help; save us now.” Yet they celebrated a King they did not understand. The palms 
also acclaimed a ruler who had come to die and reign from a cross.

Some Words of Explanation. 


The Service tonight has a two-fold purposes 
(a) to give thanks to God for the Gift given to the 
Church on the first Maundy Thursday, the gift of the 
Eucharist made at the Last Supper; and (b) to prepare 
our hearts and minds for the observance of the most 
solemn day of the Christian Year, Good friday. The 
first part of the Service, the Eucharist itself, is 
characterized by an atwosphere of joyful thanksgiving; 
we have attempted to emphasize this by the use of the 
traditional eucharistic vestments in white, by dress- 
ing the altar in vhite, the colour of joy and thanks- 
giving, and by the introduction of traditional cere- 
monials not normally seen here at Christ Church. The 
Introit and Tract psalms, the Gloria in Excelsis sung 
joyfully at the beginning of the Service, rather than 
at the end, the Gospel sung in the midst of the con- 
gregation, the use of liturgical assistants called 
the sub-deacon and deacon, the use of servers carry= 
ing candles in procession, the communion motet = all 
of these are symbols of the Church's deep sense of 
joyful thanksgiving as we recall liturgically the 
gift of this great Sacrament of love. 


But we also remember that this gift was given 
in the shadow of Good Friday, in the shadow of the 
Cross; and so the ilaundy Thursday liturgy ends ona 
very different note. After the Eucharist is over, 
the altar and sanctuary are solemly stripped of all 
their ornaments, the lights are dimmed; all of this 
to prepare us for Good Friday, the day on which our 
Lord was stripped of his clothing, stripped of his 
human dignity, stripped of all outwerd signs of his 
divinity; the day on which "there was darkness over 
all the land”. The Service ends with the eloquent 
testimony of a darkened and barren sanctuary speaking 
to us of the events we shall be commenorating in the 
Church tomorrow. 


We ask you to leave the church this evening 
quietly. 


Che Cry for Mercy God, be 


Nf PERSISTENT than the cry for help, more ele- merciful 


mental than the cry for fellowship, more central than 
any other cry—is the cry for mercy. 

We are sinners; we need forgiveness. We may feel lonely, 
defeated, helpless. These are but symptoms of a deeper need. 
We need first and foremost to be restored to God. And this can 
come about only by being swallowed up by the God of mercy. 

Most of us cry for mercy only when we face danger or are 
threatened with punishment.

He is not sorry that he did shoddy work; he is sorry to 
lose his job. \ 

The cry to God for mercy is of a different KRiñd! Man faces 
the God of the cross, not the God of a club. He sees himself a 
sinner, whose sin has broken the heart of his Lord. He is sorry 
that he has hurt God, the God who loves him with an everlasting 
love. He cries for forgiveness, not in order to escape the punish- 
ment of God, but out of his pain in having hurt the héart of God. 

It is most fitting that in every hour of worship we approach 
God with a cry for mercy. We are sinners. And!He is our loving 
Father. We hurt Him in word and deed and thought. Our hearts 
long to be reconciled to Him. We cannot stand to have our sins 
stand between us and Him. They must be removed. And there 
is no other way than through His endless amerey ineChrist, our 
Lord. 

How wonderful it is that God is a God of mercy. He is a God 
of power, of order, of justice. But He is more than that—He is 
the God of forgiveness, of compassion, of mercy.

SHARING. 


“Faith without works is dead'', reads a line in the Epistle of James; and we all look for 
people to give some evidence of what they believe. The Christian faith requires that it be 
shared, and as Christian people we should share ourselves with others. 


For your information we pass on to you some ways your parish, your clergy and your 
fellow parishioners share in the Christian tasks of our day. As a parish we assume consider- 
able responsibility for what goes on in several spheres — including the Deanery of Calgary 
and Diocese of Calgary. The Parish of St. George in nearby Parkview comes under our care, 
and Archdeacon Swanson often officiates there. Allan Challacombe is Rural Dean of Calgary, 
and Douglas Skoyles is secretary-treasurer of the Deanery. David Tatchell serves on the 
Diocesan Executive Committee and the Program and Planning Committee of the diocese. 
Allan is also one of the Examining Chaplains for the Bishop. Your clergy are often asked 
to supply for vacant parishes. 


In the wider realm of church life the Rector is a member of General Synod's Inter-Church 
Relations, a national body dealing with all ecumenical concerns. From this association he 
was appointed to represent the Anglican Church of Canada at the World Council of Churches 
in Jakarta in 1975. In preparation for this event, David Tatchell will attend the U.S. Con- 
ference of the World Council of Churches in Kansas City, Missouri, in the week after Easter, 
April 19 - 25. 


On the local scene we have so many parishioners who generously serve on community 
boards and agencies to bring an expression of their faith into public service. Calgary 
Inter-Faith is another vehicle of our outreach program, and its new senior citizen residence 
officially opens on May 12. 


It is important to know that every talent, concern and desire to serve by sharing can be 
utilized, if we want to. At this Easter Season it is appropriate to examine ourselves and be 
ready to put into practice the faith we joyfully proclaim in Christ's Rising.

ASCENSIONTINE. We should not allow the dramatic events of Pente- 
cost to obliterate from our awareness today that we are celebrating 
the Season of Ascension. This time when we remember that our Lord 
after His Resurrection did appear to all His Apostles and many 
others, and then in their sight ascended up into heaven that He 
might reign in glory with God the Father, is a most enthralling 
dimension of our Christian faith. Sometimes called the Feast of 
Christ the King, it draws us to look upon Christ as One who reigns 
over His Kingdom of love with all the strength and power of love 
to save us and redeem us, and ever to remind us that He has broken 
the power of sin and death. 

PENTECOST - WHITSUNDAY. Next Sunday brings us to this major festi- 
val of the Church year wherein we celebrate the coming of the Holy 
Spirit and the ecstatic dimension to Christian living that this 
celebration conveys. As it is recorded in the Book of Acts and 
elsewhere, when God the Holy Spirit came to the Church He set on 
fire the followers of Christ with power to spread his Name, his 
love and his salvation throughout the whole world. The Services 
next Sunday will mark this great festival, and with it the last of 
the great historic events of Christ's life and Gospel before the 
Trinity Season commences. 

CHANGE OF TIE. Our summer Service schedule at 8.00 and 10.00 be= 
gins two weeks from today, June 9, and continues until Labour Day. 


THE PARISH LIBRARY. We are fortunate that our library facilities 
are located in such a way as to be very accessible to our people 
every day of the week by virtue of it being placed in the Crump 
Room. Since the Winchester Group recently took over the care of 
the library they have discovered that a considerable number of 
books have been off the shelves for a long time. The persons who 
last recorded borrowing the books have been contacted but the re- 
sults to date have been minimal. We ardently plead with those who 
have books from the Parish Library in their possession to return 
them as soon as possible. There is a slot in the library counter 
to drop the books in at any time, so there is no amnesty required 
in returning the books anonymously! While speaking of the library 
we should also remind everyone that gifts of money, especially 
memorial gifts, are always welcome to keep the library up to date 
and attractive for our common use. It is a great asset in our 
whole Christian education program and we all need to be reminded 
of the benefit derived from using it. 


BOYS AT BELCHER. Our Choir Boys, with Miss Margaret Robson their 
conductor, are singing at the Col. Belcher DVA Hospital this morn- 
ing. The chapel services in the hospital are carried on public 
address system to the wards so that all patients can benefit. 


CAMP KANANASKIS. We share ith you the concern of our Bishop re- 
garding Camp Kananaskis. He writes in these words: "This year 
Camp Kananaskis has reached a critical point in its history. The 
committee have worked very hard since early last fall to strengthen 
the program, especially in the area of Christian education. They 
have also spent a great deal of time in enlisting staff which 
would meet the needs of the program. Rising costs and diminished 
enrolment last year have placed the Camp in a difficult situation. 
I have no hesitation in commending the Camp to you and ask you to 
commend it to others." 


RELIGIOUS STUDIES PROGRAM. The University of Calgary Gazette, its 


official newspaper, is available at the church doors in quantity 
and you are encouraged to take a copy home. ‘The leading article 
presents the opportunities that will now be afforded students to 
take courses in the realm of religious studies. This newest de= 
partment is a much welcomed addition to the academic program at 

the local university, and we are happy to say that as Anglicans we 
have committed some funds along with other denominations to jointly 
share with the university in making these programs available. It 
is to be hoped that Anglican students will fully avail themselves 
of the excellent courses that are being offered. 


CHRISTIAN MARRIAGE. One of the aspects of parish life that will 


very much occupy the attention of the parish staff for the next 
several weeks, but might not come to the attention of many parish- 
ioners, is that we are very much involved in the Wedding Services 
of many couples. Marriage as an institution changes its appearances 
and its social dimensions from generation to generation. Our 
Christian responsibility is to uphold the sacredness of each person, 
the sacredness of marriage as expressed in the vowed commitment 
that man and woman make to each other, and to uphold the great ful- 
filment and enrichment that it is intended to bring to those who 
enter this holy estate. We would like the parish to know that a 
good deal of time and effort is expended to adequately prepare 
people for marriage; and in dealing with the changing conditions 

of our society to provide a climate of understanding, support and 
culture, that those married here might carry out their lifetime 
vows according to the concepts of Christian marriage.

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PENTECOST. The never ending miracle is the way in which God uses 
and works through people. It is this Gift, the Holy Spirit active 
and alive, ever showing the gifts of love, which is the evidence 
of God in us, that brings Pentecost close to us. It is this evid- 
ence of God choosing to be present in His Church through the indi- 
vidual and corporate life of Christian people that causes this day 
to be celebrated with great thanksgiving and joy. We must not 
however ever set the limits of what God can do and chooses to do. 
His Holy Spirit is free and at work in the world in many forms and 
through many agents. Sometimes we are able to discern His Spirit 
and sometimes not. For this reason one modern writer has stated 
that one of the first qualifications of a Christian must be that 
of surprise; to be surprised that God loves us so absolutely as to 
give His Son, to be surprised that God will make His love known to 
us in so many ways, and surprised that He uses the very ordinary 
things of life and the very ordinary people of life for His pur- 
poses. This is the day on which we not only celebrate the coming 
of the Holy Spirit as an historic development in our understanding 
and knowledge of God, but it is a celebration day recalling for 
each one of us the gift of the Spirit granted to us in our Baptism 
and Confirmation. (Today is a good day to bring to your attention 
the fact that the magnificent Rose Window in the gallery is a pre- 
sentation of the coming of the Holy Spirit, symbolized by the in- 
verted dove and the seven gifts of the Spirit of which St. Paul 
speaks. )

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IN THE ANGLICAN CYCLE OF PRAYER on this Second Sunday After Trinity 
we begin a week of prayer for the Church in the Caribbean area. 
The countries and dioceses mentioned in the cycle of prayer are 
ones which to many of us suggest sunny holiday resort areas - 
Guyana, Venezuela, Trinidad, Barbados, Windward Islands, Antigua 
and the Virgin Islands. However, we are very much aware that in 
many of these countries there are very severe problems which must 
be dealt with by the citizens themselves, apart from any influence 
which the tourist may have. We pray that the Church in these 
areas may be strengthened and enlightened so that through its in- 
fluence these nations may grow and develop according to God's will 
for all men. 


In the Diocese of Calgary prayer calendar we remember this week 
several areas and institutions in England with which this diocese 
is linked, most notably Lincoln Theological College and the 
Diocese of Norwich.

Today we are in the midst of Labour Day week-end. For most 
of us the significance of Labour Day seems to have been largely 
lost; it seems to be little more than part of the last long week~ 
end of the summer. Perhaps we would do well to remember again 
the central significance of labour as the normal means by which 
men earn their daily bread, no matter what form that labour may 
take. This brings us sharply up against the frighetning welter 
of problems with which eur society is now confronted in this re- 
gard: inflation, unemployment, labour-management disputes, to 
mention but a few right here in our own country; poverty, 
starvation, unequal distribution and consumption of world food 
resources, to mention but a few more which are characteristic of 
the international scene. Nobody is suggesting that there are 
fast and easy solutions to these massive problems, but Labour 
Day reminds us, as Christians, that we, the Church, must play a 
central role in the world’s search for creative and fair solut- 
ions. We pray today for all men, as we struggle towards the 
kind of world in which honest labour will bring fair and just 
reward, not only on the level of the individual but also in the 
world of international relationships and concerns.

CYCLE OF PRAYER. In the New England States the Episcopal Church 
of the U.S.A. has had a long history commencing with the founding 
of the American nation. Our prayers today are for the Church in 
that region - for all their congregations, clergy and bishops - 
that their corporate life may be a strong witness. 


In our diocese we pray for the Hospital Chaplaincy ministries, 
particularly that which is exercised here in the city hospitals 
and the men who are full-time hospital chaplains.

A PROCESSION WITH CAROLS FOR ADVENT SUNDAY 


In the old Liturgies of the Church, the Advent Offices 
made a very vivid preparation for the coming of Our 
Lord to earth. This Carol Service, which is taken 
largely from the one used in King's College, Canbridge, 
is designed to include as many of these features as 
possible. Properly, the choir should be moving in 
Procession from West to East, from 'Darkness to Light', 
but the short length of our Nave only allows us to do 
this symbolically. First, from the side door the 
ancient Responsory or Advent Sunday Matins announces 
the hope of the Messiah. After a Bidding Prayer and 

a Carol the choir enters, singing St. Ambrose's great 
hymn, "Come, thou Redeemer of the earth". Prophetic 
lections alternate with carols. Finally the Gospel of 
the Redemption replaces the Prophets and the whole 
congregation stands to say with the Minister the last 
Responsory of Advent, and to sing the great Advent 
hymn, "O come, Emmanuel".
